Rock, Paper, Scissors: 
Which One is Recyclable? 


Perhaps the natural splendor of this setting makes it easier to 
understand Vermont’s commitment to recycling, which is 
mandatory statewide. Accordingly, please do your part and deposit 
paper and glass in the appropriate bins, which lurk in just about 
every comer of the campus. Using travel mugs instead of 
disposable cups and turning off lights after leaving your room or a 
classroom will also assist this environmental initiative greatly.

school district leaders. She is co-editor of the 
Practitioner Inquiry Series of Teachers College 
Press. Her current research involves a 
practitioner inquiry group of urban secondary 
teachers investigating teaching and teacher 
knowledge. "Torch" Lytle is superintendent of 
schools in Trenton, New Jersey, one of thirty 
cities engaged in court-mandated urban schools. 
This urban districts are receiving significant 
resources (more than $4000 per pupil in 
additional aid). The "price" for schools and 
teachers is implementing a comprehensive 
School Reform model (e.g., Success for All), 
addressing state curriculum standards, 
improving student performance on mandated 
state test, etc. Before crossing the river to 
Trenton, Lytle had been an elementary, middle, 
and high school principal, research director and 
bureaucrat in the Philadelphia area.

Dear Editor: 


For all the allegorical message of The Sixth 
Sense (which might have been considered 
quite powerful if it weren't so unclear in the 
particulars), there is one manner in which the 
film fails unequivocally. This has to do with its 
making, specifically with the actual person who 
plays the character Cole. Haley Joel Osment, a 
child, was asked to portray/ experience among 
other things: terrific fear; very adult situations 
and language; crying on the spot (real tears or 
not); urinating in front of the camera; 
discussions of death, hangings, and so on; 
and, at least occasionally, to be in the 
presence of characters who were the victims of 
violent death. Further, child actors are actors 
— paid to do a job, one just as grueling as it is 
for any actor on the set. In my estimation, it is 
morally wrong to subject children to such 
things purposely — it is, in fact, abuse. Just as 
we should not 'harm animals in the making of 
a film' (something that still occurs), we should 
not knowingly put children in the face of harm 





for the sake of entertainment (even 'high' 
entertainment). We should remember Jackie Cooper's 
experience as a child actor — his description of how we 
was made to cry on film is recounted in his 
autobiography, Please Don't Shoot My Dog— as a 
mistake, just as we should consider child labor in coal 
mines earlier in this century. No mention was made of 
Osment's welfare in popular reviews of the film or 
during his nomination for an Academy Award; I find 
this abhorrent. It is especially ironic given the subject 
matter of the film.

Dear Ellen: 

What an appropriate question to ask! Legend has it 
that the Tamarack dormitory was built following 
the Great Flash Flood of '44, during which 
Johnson Pond swelled up well beyond its banks 
and submerged the better part of the Bread Loaf 
campus. 

At the time, visiting scholar Lucia Kravitzniak and 
her daughter Tamara were caught unsuspectingly 
playing frisbee on the fields. Rather than clamber 
atop the Inn for safety when the deluge began 
(that’s what the cupola is for), the two women 
swam to a relatively dry spot further east of the 
campus. For three days and three nights, mother 
and daughter camped atop the knoll, and 
constructed a makeshift cabin from branches and 
the battered planks of Adirondack chairs which 
washed upon their shores. 

By the time the floodwaters finally receded, Tamara 
had become somewhat feral, and insisted on 
remaining in the shack. Lucia, frightened by her 
daughter's rain-induced mania, trundled over the 
muddy fields to return to campus. A doctor was 
called up from Middlebury and a rescue party sent 
out a day or so later, but by then Tamara was 
gone. Some say she fled into the woods and lives 
there still, occasionally startling a Bread Loafer 
who chances across her path.

Drew Review--Goldman was Gold, man 
Michael Goldman's talk on representing the 
unrepresentable was, in the words of Director Jim 
Maddox, “exactly what the founders of the Drew 
Lecture intended it to be.” It reminded me of an 
amazing story about the 19th-century painter 
Gericault, and his struggle to portray the cannibalism 
that took place on a shipwrecked raft. The ship, 
called the Medusa, was captained by a political 
favorite of the newly restored King of France, Louis 
18. Weak on navigational and ethical skills, he 
grounded the ship off the western coast of Africa, and 
panicked when a storm began to break it up. He 
piled himself and his mates into the one lifeboat, and 
proposed that the crew build a raft from the planks of 
the ship. They did, lashed some biscuits and barrels 
of wine to it, and climbed aboard. Immediately, the 
raft sank to several feet below the water’s surface, 
and the captain’s plan to tow the raft ashore with the 
lifeboat proved ridiculous. So as to avoid getting 
dragged out to sea himself, the captain cut the rope. 
The raft was, of course, swept out to sea in the raging 
storm while the captain rowed to safety. Eventually, 
starving survivors on the raft, delirious with thirst, 
accepted the ship doctor’s suggestion that they eat 
their dead crewmates. When the raft was finally 
discovered, strips of flesh hung from the rigging, and 
half-carved bodies lay about. A widely publicized 
trial of the captain took place, and Gericault tried to 
memorialize the drama of The Raft of the Medusa on 
a huge, politically explosive canvas (1817, I think 
now in the Louvre). As he worked, he began to realize 
the full horror of the task. In order to understand 
cannibalism, he brought body parts from local 
hospitals and prisons into his studio to arrange thei 
in still life studies. His students fled, and his 
neighbors wanted him evicted. He locked himself 
into his reeking studio and stayed there until the 
painting was finished. In the end, he concluded that 
the most powerful way to represent the gruesome 
multiple betrayals swirling around the Medusa would 
be to borrow an illustration from a recently- 
published, bestselling new edition of Dante’s Inferno 
(Canto 33). The one figure group in the painting 
which engages the viewer instead of madly waving at 
a ship on the horizon, shows an old man holding the 
body of his son across his lap. Recognize the 
moment? Ugolino contemplates eating his sons, and 
the text leaves ambiguous his decision. Yet our 
pilgrim finds him at the lowest level of hell, the one 
reserved for traitors, chewing the head of the 
archbishop. Again, one of the great passages of 
literature, provides much more than a simple 
representation of man-eating-man could do. Thanks 
again to Michael Goldman, for a terrific Drew.
